Harvard Scientist Asserts.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Exten- | 
sive experiments in the destruction | 
of fogs and clouds by the use of 
electrified sand are to be carried 
out, under governmental supervi- 
sion, at Bolling Field, Army air- 
planes equipped with the device 
patented by Dr. IL. Francis Warren 
of Harvard University have been 
detailed exclusively to that work 
and dally flights are to be made 
during the next six weeks to de- 
termine both the peace and 
value in connection with 
tion. 
The two aviators who conducted 
the attack today obtained a fair 
“bag.” despite the extreme height 
of the cloud over the field. A 
group of officers and civilians fram 
the ground could follow without 
difficulty the cutting off of a cape 
or peninsula of cloud and its sub- 
sequent disintegration. Larger 
masses were criss-crossed with 
lanes through which the sun's rays 
shone to accelerate evaporation.

Dr. Warren described the work 
at Bolling Field as a “mere con- 
tin ustion of the invariably success- 
ful experiments of the past three 
years.”

California Association 
Members Asked to Offer 
Law Changes 


Suggestions by members of the 
California Bankers’ Association on 
desired changes in State laws af- 
fecting banking have been asked 


for in an appeal issued through the 
Bulletin, official publication of the 
body, by the legislative, committee 
of the association. The call for 
expressions on this subject was 
prompted by the approach of the 
forty-sixth session of the State 
Legislature, which convenes at Sac~- 
ramento next January. 

The message in the Bulletin was 
supplemented by a letter mailed to 
F. Sartori, 
president of the Security Trust and 
Savings Bank, and chairman of the 
committee, in which the rank and 
file of the association were urged 
to consider any changes that might 
be advisable in the laws, and to be 
assured of a ready hearing before 
the committee in a discussion of 
any plan. 

It is not anticipated that any 
fundamental or radica] amend- 
ments in the Bank Act self will 
be projected at the coming legis-

SHAKE-UP IN DRY 
SQUAD HITS SIX 


Complaint Against Officer 
Rends Veil of Secrecy 


Former County Agent Faces 
Charges of Assault 


Said to Have Beaten Crippled 
Child During Raid 


A concealed shake-up of the 
county dry squad which took place 
on the Ist inst. came to light yes- 
terday after the issuing of a com- 
plaint against C. L. McGuire, for- 
mer county prohibition officer, in 
which he is charged with beat- 
ing a crippled child 9 years of age 
while making a raid. 

McGuire and four other dry 
agents, together with one county 
detective, were dismissed at the 
same time “for the good of the 
service,” but no announcement of 
the fact was made till yesterday. 
The others who lost their jobs were 
Roy Lane, Ballard Day, A. C. 
Dunn and Roy Spear, dry agente, 
and Peter Pirotte, detective. 

The assault charge grew out of 
the arrest September 6 of Joe Gri 
pi of 51 North Mountain Trail, 
Sierra Madre, when McGuire and 
Lane invaded his home with a 
warrant for his arrest. h were 
intoxicated, according to the am- 
davits of several witnesses, and in 
their car were two intoxicated 
— addressed as Mayr and 
be.” 


The officers, it was charged, tried 
to buy wine from Mrs. Grippi, who 
refused to sell any to them. They 
called for Grippi, who likewise re- 
fused. This enraged McGuire, it is 
asserted, who struck Grippi and 
then drew his revolver. He struck 
Gripp! again, knocking him down, 
the witnesses said, and then turned 
on Mrs. Grippi, seizing her cloth- 
ing. She backed away, tearing her 
apron and Joe Grippi, Jr., 9 years 
of age and partly paralyzed, rushed 
to his mother’s ald and butted Me- 
Guire in the stomach. McGuire, it 
was declared, struck the child such 
a heavy blow that he went crash- 
ing across the room and into the 
banister on the etairway. 

The assault, it was asserted, took 
place in the presence of ten wit- 
nesses. Some of these called City 
Marsha! G. 8. Keys of Sierra Ma- 
dre, who deposed he was cursed 
heartily by the dry officers and or- 
dered out of the place. He also 
declared they were intoxicated. 


HELD ON BAIL 


The complaint charges McGuire 
with “assault under color of au- 
thority.’

INDIAN BUREAU IS ASSAILED 


Defense Association Official Would Place Red Man 
Under Agricultural Department 


John Collier, executive secretary of the American Indian Defense 


Association, in speaking at the City 


Club luncheon yesterday advocated 


abolition of the Indian Bureau and the vesting of its functions in the 


Department of Agriculture. At the 


same time it urged that the Indian 


be given the liberties of the Bill of Rights and the Constitution. 


Mr. Coliler forcefully, and at 
times with ecarcasm, explained the 
system of operation of the Indi- 
an Bureau and the plight of the 
red wards of the nation. 
posed that the Department of Ag- 
riculture be entrusted with the In- 
dian's welfare because the Indi- 
an's industrial problem is an ag- 
ricultural one, and because the 
Agricultural Department does what 
he said the Indian Bureay never has 
done—co-operates with the de- 
partments ot the government, 
Federal, State and county, with 
private agencies and attempts to 
adjust procedure to local condi- 
tions. He said that all Indians are 
prescribed for with the same for- 
mula, and that the formula is a 
very bad one. 

“WRONG PROCESS” 


“The government holds that by 
some process the Indian will be- 
come a white man and it conside 
it its duty to hurry the pro- 
cess along and to destroy all of 
the Indign’s. irreproducible 
tues,” he said.

FAMINE IN NORTH OVER 
[EXCLINIVE DISPATCH) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 28.—All 


danger of a water famine in San 
Francisco and throughout North- 
ern California this coming winter 
and next summer, is over, it w the 
general belief of the Weather Bu- 
reau officials and engineers con- 
nected with the water and power 
companies. With the precipitation 
to date approximately 100 per cent 
greater than normal, and every 
indication pointing to continued 
rains and heavy snows this winter. 
the “long drought” is con- 
sidered a thing of the past. 

Only five times in the last sev- 
enty-five years has there been as 
much rain by October 0 as this 
season's total of three inches. The 
other rainy autumne were in 1849, 
1876, 1889. 1899 and 1904. The 
rainfall today is three and a half 
times what it wae last year at this 
time. Last season it was Decem- 
ber 25 before three inches ot rain 
had fallen. The total for the storm 
in San Franctieco is 1.58 inches, 

San Francieco'’s water supply. 
whiie not increased by the recent 
downpour. due to the rain soaking 
into the ground, is yet considerably 
augmented, as the rains have been 
followed by decreased consumption 
in irrigation of garden tracts and 
lawns. 

While this city today 
clear weather, the storm 
swept over the northern part of 
the State was giving the mountain 
sections, Nevada, Oregon and 
Washington a heavy soaking.
